CONSTITUTIONAL    CONVENTION    OF    MARYLAND 

October  31,  1967 

CONCERNING  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE 

Procedures  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  are  partly  the 
same  as  those  of  the  main  assembly,  partly  the  same  as  in  an 
ordinary  committee,  and  partly  unique  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  itself.    Broadly  speaking,  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 

is  a  committee  consisting  of  all  of  the  members  of  the  main 

2 

assembly.   It  commonly  has  the  same  quorum  as  the  main  assembly. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Constitutional  Conve*ition  the 

traditional  rules  governing  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  have 

3 
been  modified  by  the  Convention's  Standing  Rules.    The  follow- 
ing description  of  procedures  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  is 
based  upon  the  Convention's  Standing  Rules  wherever  they  apply. 

A.  GOING  INTO  COMMITTEE. 

Form.   Chairman  of  Calendar  and  Agenda:   "Mr.  President, 
I  move  that  the  Convention  now  resolve  itself  into  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  the  general 
[special]  orders  of  the  day  [and  that  the  provisions  for 
control  and  limitation  of  debate  of  each  general  order  be 
as  in  the  Debate  Schedule  distributed  to  the  delegates.]" 

Immediately  upon  announcement  of  the  adoption  of  the  mo- 
tion to  go  into  Committee,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  removes  the 
mace  of  the  Convention,  since  it  is  now  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  not  the  Convention,  which  is  sitting. 

B.  DEBATE  IN  COMMITTEE. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  Committee  is  always  addressed 
as  "Mr.  Chairman." 

In  the  Convention  a  member  may  speaJc  only  once  on  each 
debatable  question,  but  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  he  may 
spealc  as  many  times  as  he  is  recognized.   In  this  respect 
debate  in  Committee  is  less  formal  than  in  Convention,  but  in 
other  respects  the  same  degree  of  formality  applies. 
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Debate  is  subject  to  any  provisions  for  control  and 
limitation  of  debate  adopted  by  the  Convention  in  the  Debate 
Schedule  for  that  day. 

During  general  debate  no  amendments  to  the  matter  before 
the  Committee  are  in  order.   (General  debate  is  a  period  of 
debate  preceding  the  consideration  of  amendments.   It  exists 
only  if  specifically  provided  for  in  the  Debate  Schedule  for 
the  day.   When  no  general  debate  is  provided,  amendments  to 
the  matter  before  the  Committee  are  in  order  as  soon  as  that 
matter  is  taken  up) . 

The  Committee  has  no  power  to  limit  or  extend  debate  be- 
yond that  provided  by  the  Convention. 

The  previous  question  cannot  be  ordered  in  Committee. 

C.  MOTIONS  NOT  IN  ORDER. 

In  Committee  of  the  Whole  it  is  not  in  order  to  move  — 

To  amend  the  calendar  and  agenda 
*To  fix  the  time  to  which  to  adjourn 
*To  adjourn 
*To  recess 

To  lay  on  the  table 

To  order  a  Call  of  the  Convention 

To  limit  debate 

To  order  the  previous  question 

To  postpone  indefinitely 

To  refer  to  a  committee  (except  the  Committee  on 
Style,  Drafting  and  Arrangement  to  which  a  final 
report  is  automatically  referred  under  the  rules.) 

*  In  order  to  adjourn  or  recess  the  Convention,  the 
Committee  must  first  rise. 

D.  MOTIONS  IN  ORDER. 

In  Committee  it  is  in  order  to  move  — 

To  rise 

To  reconsider  (under  Rule  35) 

To  postpone  definitely  (but  not  beyond  the  present 

sitting  of  the  Committee) 
To  amend  the  matter  before  the  Committee 
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E.  OTHER  QUESTIO^E  IN  ORDER. 

It  is  also  in  order  in  Committee  — 

To  raise  a  point  of  order 
To  appeal 

To  divide  a  question  (Rule  47) 

To  raise  other  incidental  question  such  as  points 
of  information,  parliamentary  inquiries,  etc. 

F.  CONSIDERATION  OF  MATTERS  IN  COMMITTEE. 

Each  general  order  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  taken  up 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Debate  Schedule  for  that  day. 

After  general  debate,  the  general  order  is  usually  consid- 
ered seriatim  for  debate,  and  amendment. 

When  consideration  is  completed,  the  Committee  rises  and 
reports  as  is  explained  following  (part  G) . 

G.  RISING. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  rises  (never  adjourns) ;  but 
the  effect  is  much  like  an  adjournment. 

A  motion  to  rise  is  undebatable,  uncimendable ,  and  may 
be  made  at  any  time. 

A  simple  motion  "to  rise"  has  precedence  over  a  motion 
"to  rise  and  report  (specifying  the  report  which  the  Committee 
Chairman  is  directed  to  make  to  the  Convention) . " 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  can  report 
only  as  instructed  by  the  Committee. 

When  the  Committee  simply  "rises"  the  Committee  Chairman 
reports  that  "the  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  had  under  consid- 
eration  srid  has  come  to  no  resolution  thereon"  . 

After  a  simple  motion  to  rise  has  been  adopted,  it  is  in 
order  at  a  later  time  to  move  that  the  "Convention  resolve 
itself  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  further  consid- 
eration of  ,"  in  which  case  the  Committee  resumes 

the  matter  just  where  it  was  left  when  previously  considered 
in  Committee. 

The  motion  to  "rise  and  report  ,"  is  made  only 

when  it  is  intended  that  the  Committee  make  a  particular  report 
to  the  Convention. 
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Form.   Chairman  of  Calendar  and  Agenda:   "Mr,  Chairman, 
I  move  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report  the  general 

order  No.  (Committee  Recommendation  No.  )  to  the 

Convention  together  with  the  cimendments  agreed  to  in 
Committee. " 

Under  Standing  Rule  54,  clause  4,  any  matter  finally  re- 
ported by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  automatically  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Style,  Drafting  and  Arrangement  without 
debate  or  other  action. 

A  report  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  may  be  for  a 
special  or  procedural  purpose  rather  than  a  final  report  of 
the  matter  before  the  Committee,  and  if  so,  the  question  in 
the  Convention  is  on  that  special  or  procedural  report  and 
not  on  the  matter  which  was  before  the  Committee. 

FORM  .  Chairman  of  Calendar  and  Agenda:   "Mr.  Chairman, 
I  move  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report  to  the  Convention 
requesting  an  extension  of  debate  (or  that  Cebate  be  now 
closed,  etc.) . " 


NOTES 
1 


The  Committee  of  the  Whole  emerged  from  a  long  historical 
tradition  beginning  in  the  British  Parliament  of  the  early  1600s, 
and  is  presently  used  routinely  by  the  U.  S.  House  of  Represen- 
tatives for  the  consideration  and  amendment  of  the  greater  part 
of  the  business  of  that  House. 

2 

Under  Standing  Rule  36,  the  quorum  of  the  Committee  is  the 

same  as  the  quorum  of  the  Convention:   72,   (In  the  U.  S.  House 
of  Representatives,  whose  quorum  is  218  of  435  members,  the 
quorum  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  only  100.) 

See  Standing  Rules,  Chapter  V/  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

4 
The  tradition  of  removing  the  mace  when  the  Committee  sits 

is  not  merely  ceremonial.   It  is  a  quite  practical  visual  means 

for  any  member  who  may  have  been  out  of  the  chamber  to  note 

whether  it  is  the  procedures  of  the  Convention  or  those  of  the 

Committee  which  are  presently  in  force.   In  Parliament,  the

mace  is  carried  into  the  House  of  Commons  by  an  attendant  going 
before  the  Speaker  at  the  beginning  of  each  sitting  and  is 
placed  upon  a  table  in  the  well  of  the  House.   Before  the  House 
can  sit  as  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  mace  must  be  re- 
moved and  be  placed  underneath  the  table.   In  Congress,  the 
mace  of  the  U.  S.  House  of  Representatives  is  removed  from  its 
stand  upon  the  highest  tier  of  the  Speaker's  rostrum  and  is 
placed  in  a  stand  on  the  lowest  tier  whenever  the  vote  to  go 
into  Committee  is  announced. 

Under  the  Common  Law  (as  in  the  Congressional  practice) 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  main  assembly  must  leave  the  chair 
and  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  Committee.   But  under 
Convention  Standing  Rules  4  and  8  the  President  presides  in 
Committee  unless  he  delegates  this  authority  to  another. 

For  a  description  of  this  process  see  Attachment  No,  1.

ATTACHMENT  NO.  1 


SERIATIM  CONSIDERATION 


Seriatim  consideration  means  simply  that  parts  of  the  main 
question  are  opened  to  debate  and  amendment  in  a  specified  order. 
The  parts  specified  may  be  as  many  or  as  few  as  desired,  and 
need  not  be  consecutive.   Each  part  may  contain  a  single  section; 
or  more  sections;  or  any  possible  combination.   In  practice, 
the  order  of  seriatim  consideration  would  be  agreed  upon  by  con- 
sultations among  the  substantive  committee  involved,  the  minority 
spokesmen,  the  Committee  on  Calendar  and  Agenda,  and  the  President, 
and  would  be  included  in  the  Debate  Schedule  for  that  day. 

In  seriatim  consideration,  as  each  specified  part  is 
considered  (often  a  single  section) ,  any  amendme.  t  to  that  part 
is  in  order.   Germane  new  sections  can  be  inserted  or  added. 
When  all  parts  have  been  considered  for  amendment,  the  chair 
announces  that  the  whole  question  is  open  for  further  amend- 
ment, at  which  point  any  germane  amendment  is  in  order  to 
any  part  even  though  it  is  an  amendment  which  could  as  well  have 
been  offered  when  the  part  was  first  opened  to  amendment.   At 
this  time  substitutes  for  the  whole  main  question  are  also  in 
order. 

All  parts  of  a  question  undergoing  seriatim  consideration 
constitute  one  and  only  one  parliamentary  main  question,  even 
though  for  purposes  of  amendment   it  is  being  considered  part- 
by-part.   No  vote  is  taken  on  the  individual  parts,  but  only 
on  amendments  offered,  after  which  the  vote  is  put  on  the  entire 
question  as  amended. 

Under  Convention  Rule  47  (as  proposed  to  be  amended  by 
Committee  Report  R  &  C  12)  the  procedure  is  similar  even  if 
the  main  question  has  been  divided,  except  that  after  all 
amendments  have  been  considered  a  separate  vote  is  put  on  each 
divided  part  and  no  vote  is  put  on  the  divided  parts  as  a  whole.
